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Change Research surveyed 1,388 registered voters in Massachusetts from March 26-28. The survey 
was conducted online, using Change Research's Bias Correct Engine. Post-stratification was done on 
age, gender, education, ethnicity, region, and party. The margin of error is approximately +/- 2.6%. 
Incomplete responses, respondents outside of Massachusetts, and unregistered voters were filtered 
out.
